Name of the officer and rank . - Shri Kheem Singh , Heal 
Constable No . 177 , District Barmer , 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . - On the 27th December 1956, Flcai Constable 
Khcem Singh received information that two notorious dacoils , 
Hari Singh and Thaula , who had cumınillel 10 dacoilicy 2012 
other oſlonces cluring the year, were hiding in a jungle some 
4 miles from the l olice Post. He immediately collecter the 
available force of 10 Foot Constables and set out. On 
approaching thic dacoits hide out thc Hcail Constablc form 
ed his men into it semi- circle and advanced stcalthily in order 
to take the dacoils by surprisc. The police party succeeded 
in getting within 150 yards of the dacoits before their pre 
xence was delected and the latter opened ure . The Head 
Constable called on the dacoits to surrender and when this 
was ignored he relurned the firc . 

The dacoils were occupying good cover whilc the police 
party was in the open . Finding his fire ineffective Head 
Constable Kheern Singh decided to move over to the left 
flank and after covering some 200 yarıs of open ground in 
order to do so , advanced towardly tlie dacoits firing his brca . 
gun from the hip . A bullet from thie lacoits struck the 
foresight of the brengen in his hands and splinters of the 
bullet pierced his chest and hands. Despite thcsc injuries, 
the Ilead Constable continued to advance and finally succeed . 
ed in crawling within 10 yaris of the dacoit Hari Singh , 
whom he killed with a burst. In the meantime, the cacuit 
Thania had been shot by two other conslables of the party , 

During this cncounter which lasted over two hours, Ilcat 
Constable Kheem Singh bolilly exposed himself on sevcra ) 
occasions and displayed leadership and undaunted courage 
in utter disregard of his personal safely . 

2 . This award is made for gallantry under rule of (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5 .
